A Special Meeting of Berkeley County Council was held on Monday, September 14,
2009, at 8:13 p.m., in the Assembly Room of the Berkeley County Administration Building,
1003 Highway 52, Moncks Corner, South Carolina.

Chairman Daniel Davis called the meeting to order and stated there had been numerous
requests concerning County Council Districts. A large county map showing the districts along
with pictures of the Council members was created by the GIS Department and is displayed in the
hall across from the Assembly Room.

THIRD READING:

1. Bill No. 09-37, an ordinance authorizing the execution and delivery of a second
amendment to fee agreement between Berkeley County, South Carolina and RG-MWYV, LLC;
and matters relating thereto.

1. Bill No. 09-39, an ordinance authorizing the conversion of a lease agreement pursuant to
Title 4, Chapter 12 of the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1976, as amended, to one or more fee
agreements pursuant to Title 12, Chapter 44 of the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1976, as
amended, and approving the assignment of the interests of Pig Center, LLC in such converted fee
agreements in part to JL WOODE LTD., LLC or an entity or entities owned in whole or part by
JL WOODE LTD., LLC or one or more of its principals and subsequent assignments related
thereto, including through the use of one or more qualified intermediaries and in part to
PIGGLY WIGGLY CAROLINA COMPANY, INC. or a related entity; the entering into of
certain agreements including the aforesaid fee agreements; and others matters related thereto.
